Oklahoma. 
Churches to Vote. 
In event that the change is agreed 
upon at the general assembly it will 
then be voted upon by all Presbyter­ 
ian churches in the United States. 
“Adoption of the amendment will 
be am important move to limit wide 
spread divorce," Rev. Louis 1 . Ruf, 
clerk of the Cleveland Presbytery and 
pastor of the Windemere Presbyter­ 
ian church said.

of ‘desertion’ have 
proved 
elastic, and cover a mutitude of si* s. 


Either p arty in the divorce can es­ 
tablish grounds for a decree by leav -! 
ing home. 
Couples have grown tired { 
of their marriage contract and have 
no real grounds for divorce and agree 
to desert each other.” 
The Rev. Ruf believes 
divorce on 
any grounds other than unfaithful­ 
ness is contrary to the teachings of 
the scriptui.es.

Manure, mix ed with 
straw, while sometimes used, is like­ 
ly to harbor weed seeds and insect 
jicsts, and is not always good for the 
soil upon which the strawberries are 
grown. In small home beds, takings 
from the lawn will serve.

Unusual weather conditions in the 
corn belt of the United States during 
the past 60 days hav e forced a rev is­ 
ion of corn price forecasts— generally 
downward, according to C. J. West, 
federal 
crop statistician, 
associated 
with the department ef rural econo­

Ohio State 
univ ersity. 
“ Corn price 
will not be 
as high as 
look ed probable 60 day: 
ago,” West 
says. 
“ Prices at Toledo are now on­ 
ly 15 cents abov e the prices f.,r a year 
ago. 
I do not see indications of high- 
i er pi ices 
in the 
next 00 days al­ 
though I should net bo surprised at 
either higher or lower pik e s within 
that time.
